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It is the policy of the State of Montana to encourage its units of 
‘local government to establish voluntary associations in order to discuss 
ehaltenges of mutual interest and concern, develop policy and action 
recomnéndatt dha for joint implementation by member local governments, 
engege in arcawide comprehensive planning, coordinate areawide functional 
plansings me tlevalopment activities, and administer certain Federal and 
State gract-la-ald programs. 

Guldel ines have been developed to enable the State to recognize 
such associations of local government or District Councils within the 
multi~ccunty districts established by Executive Order 2-71 and sub~ 
sequent amendments. 

By joint interlocal agreement, the necessary elected officials in 
District No. 4 have agreed to establish such a District Council. 

THEREFORE, I, THOMAS L, JUDCE, Governor of the State of Montana, by 
virtue of the authority vested in me, do hereby recognize the Bear Paw 
Development Corporation of Northern Montana. 

AS a recognized District Council, the Bear Paw Development Corpora- 
tion of Northern Montana shall be delegated the following authority: 

1. Review of certain federally-assisted projects. The Bear Paw 
Development Corporation of Northern Montana shall, consistent with State 
Clearinghouse procedures, review all applications submitted by units of 


general local government, special for a loan or grant from a federal

(b) The Bear Paw Development Corporation of Northern Montana shall 
is any proposed state major capital facilities project to be located 
within District No. 4.
